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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant cited Mansoor and Boas et al. for the 
definition of a dendrimer, and compared Lahav's porphyrin to Figure 3 of Applicant's disclosure to make an argument that Lahav's porphyrin 
is not a dendrimer. However, Applicant argument and evidences are not persuasive. First of all, the evidentiary references to Mansoor and 
Boas et al. are not complete, only a piece of each reference is submitted. The Examiner cannot consider or determine the validity of the 
evidence without seeing the full description of the references. Secondly, Mansoor and Boas et al. are about dendrimer polymer, not about 
dendrimer porphyrin as claimed. Thirdly, in paragraph 4 of page 3, Applicant's specification describes a dendrimer porphyrin has to 
comprise a core, interior branches and terminal branches. Lahav's porphyrin is as a matter of fact a light absorbing structure and a 
dendrimer according to either Applicant's description or the definition of Mansoor (e.g. porphyrin ring is the core, alkyl groups before the 
oxygens are the branching units, and the oxygens with substituents are the peripheral groups). Furthermore, claims 27-34 claim "a light 
absorbing dendrimer structure" and "comprises porphyrin structure or a phthalocyanine structure," not specifically the structure in Figure 3. 
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
